Seldom is it advisable to sow a 
straight variety of grass seed.

In these mixtures are some 
very expensive seeds and some less 
expensive, blended together by those 
‘experts who know what is best for 
Canadian conditions. In the mixtures

Although restrictions on the-pur- - 
chase of new farm equipment have 
been lifted, production cannot keep 
pace with demand. Some farmers 
may be able to purchase used equip- 
ment but, in the main, conservation 
of present equipment is the. best 
solution of a serious problem, ‘€ _ 

Conservation and Protection. 
Conservation in simple terms means 
@are—the care that any good invest- 
ment should have. Now that 
farm equipment must ‘serve longer 
than ever before, care becomes 
doubly important. : 

Protection from the weather is of 
vital importance. Rust proofing 
compounds are available, and far a 
few cents any machine -can be pro- 
tected from the elements. 

Servicing and Repairing. At this 
season of the year, with seed-time 
approaching, the very best plan is 
to thoroughly. overhaul, and repair, 
all power, tillage, and seeding equip- 
ment, @ Machines overhauled now 
will operate more efficiently and 
more: cfiectively during the spring 
rush. - Although repair parts will 
not be as difficult to obtain as dur- 
ing the war years, some items will 
still be in short supply. Costly de- 
lays may be avoided by servicing 
and repairing farm equipment now 
along the lines suggested below. 

(1) Clean off each implement to 
remove dirt and rust. 

(2) Check each machine carefully 
for loose bolts, cracked or bent 
frame and hitch members. . 

(3) Inspect all gears, bearings, 
chain drives, and other. moving 
parts’ for wear and’ breakages. 

(4) Order replacement parts and 
repairs early. Install as soon as 
available. ' 2 

(5) Paint exposed- wood and 
metal parts with a good grade of 
implement paint. 

(6) Clean all tillage surfaces to 
remove rust and apply rust proofing 
compound, tA , 

(7) Grease and oil all moving 
parts with a good grade of lubricant
